T TEAR the words of the Gospel written by St. 
-■- -^ Mark, in the tenth chapter, at the thirteenth 
verse : — 

They brought young children to Christ, that he 
should touch them ; and his disciples rebuked those 
that brought them. But, when Jesus saw it, he was 
much displeased, and said unto them. Suffer the lit- 
tle children to come unto me, and forbid them not ; 
for of such is the kingdom of God. Verily I say 
unto you, whosoever shall not receive the kingdom 
of God as a little child, he shall not enter therein. 
And he took them up in his arms, put his hands 
upon them, and blessed them. 

^ Then the Minister shall say: 

T) ELOVED, ye hear in this Gospel the words of 
■^-^ our Lord Jesus Christ, that he commanded the 
children to be brought unto him ; how he blamed 
those that would have kept them from him ; how 
he exhorteth all men to follow their innocency. Ye 
perceive how by his outward gesture and deed he 
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declared his good will toward them; for he em- 
braced them in his arms, and laid his hands upon 
them, and blessed them. Doubt ye not therefore, 
but earnestly believe, his readiness to receive this 
present infant as a partaker of his kingdom : and 
assuredly ye may ask in faith for the divine blessing 
on your earnest purpose to bring up your dear child 
as a child of God, and an Jieir of eternal life. 

Let us pray. 

A LMIGHTY and everlasting God, who hast 
■^^- promised unto us that thou wilt not only 
be our God, but the God and Father of our chil- 
dren ; admit this infant, we beseech thee, into the 
bosom of thy Church, into the service of Christ, 
into the arms of thy mercy, and into the commu- 
nion of saints. Grant to kim a healthful body, a 
good understanding, sweet dispositions, and rich 
measures of thy Holy Spirit ; that being steadfast 
in faith, joj-ful in hope, and rooted in charity, he 
may pass safely through the temptations of this 
world, and have part with thy faithful children in 
the life to come, Amat.

THE FORM OF 

SOLEMNIZATION OF MATRIMONY. 



^ At the day and time appointed for Solemnization of Matrimony, the 
Persons to be married shall come into the body of the Church, or shall 
be ready in some proper house, with t/ieir friends and neighbours ; and 
there standing together, the Man on the right hand, and tJie Woman 
on the left, the Minister shall say, 

T^EARLY beloved, we are gathered together 
•*-^ here in the sight of God, and in the face 
of this company, to join together this Man and 
this Woman in holy Matrimony ; which is com- 
mended of Saint Paul to be honourable among all 
men: and therefore is not by any to be entered 
into unadvisedly or lightly ; but reverently, dis- 
creetly, advisedly, soberly, and in the fear of God. 
Into this holy estate these two persons present 
come now to be joined. If any man can show just 
cause why they may not lawfully be joined together, 
let him now speak, or else hereafter for ever hold 
his peace. 

^ And also speaking unto the Persons who are to be married^ he 
shall say, 

T REQUIRE and charge you both, as ye will 
•^ answer at the dreadful day of judgment, when 
the secrets of all hearts shall be disclosed, that if 
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either of you know any impediment why ye may 
not be lawfully joined together in Matrimony, ye 
do now confess it. For be ye well assured, that 
if any persons are joined together otherwise than 
as God's Word doth allow, their marriage is not 
lawful. 

^ The Minister^ if he shall have reason to doubt of the lawfulness of the 
proposed Marriage^ may demand sufficient surety for his indemnifica- 
tion ; but if no impediment shall be alleged^ or suspected, the Minister 
shall say to the Man, 

TV yr WILT thou have this Woman to thy wedded 
-LtX. wife, to live together after God's ordinance 
in the holy estate of Matrimony > Wilt thou love 
her, comfort her, honour, and keep her in sickness 
and in health ; and, forsaking all others, keep thee 
only unto her, so long as ye both shall live ? 

TT The Man shall answer^ 

I will. 

^ Then shall the Minister say unto tJie Woman, 

NWILT thou have this Man to thy wedded 
. husband, to live together after God's ordi- 
nance in the holy estate of Matrimony ? Wilt thou 
love him, comfort him, honour, and keep him in 
sickness and in health ; and, forsaking all others, 
keep thee only unto him, so long as ye both shall 
live } 

^ The Woman shall answer, 

I will 
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^ TAen shall the Minister say^ 

HO giveth this Woman to be married to this 
Man ? 



Tf Then shall they give their Troth to each other in this manner. The 
Minister, receiving the Woman at her father *s or friend 'j hands, 
shall cause the man with his right hand to take the Woman by her 
right hand, and to say after him as foUoweth : 

T M. take thee N, to my wedded wife, to have and 
-*■ to hold from this day forward, for better for 
worse, for richer for poorer, in sickness and in 
health, to love and to cherish, till death us do part, 
according to God's holy ordinance; and thereto I 
plight thee my troth. 

^ Then shall they loose tJieir hands; and the Woman, with her right 
hand taking the Man by his right hand, shall likewise say after the 
Minister I 

T N, take thee M, to my wedded husband, to have 
-*• and to hold from this day forward, for better for 
worse, for richer for poorer, in sickness and in health, 
to love, cherish, and to obey, till death us do part, 
according to God's holy ordinance ; and thereto I 
give thee my troth. 

^ Then shall they again loose their hands ; and the Man shall give unta 
the Woman a Ring. And the Minister, taking the Ring, shall deliver 
it unto the Man, to put it upon the fourth finger of the Woman's left 
hand. And the Man, holding the Ring there, and tauglit by the 
Minister, shall say: 

ITH this Ring I thee wed, and with all my 
worldly goods I thee endow : In the Name 
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of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Spirit. Amen. 

^ Then^ the Man leaving t/ie Ring upon Uie fourth finger of tlie Wonuin^i 
left hand^ the Minister shall say : 

Let us pray. 

/^UR Father who art in heaven, Hallowed be 
^^ thy name. Thy kingdom come. Thy will 
be done on earth, as it is in heaven. Give us this 
day our daily bread. And forgive us our trespasses, 
as we forgive them that trespass against us. And 
lead us not into temptation ; but deliver us from 
evil : For thine is the kingdom, and the power, and 
the glory, for ever and ever. Amen, 

/^ ETERNAL God, Creator and Preserver of 
^^ all mankind, Giver of all spiritual grace, the 
Author of everlasting life ; send thy blessing upon 
these thy servants, this man and this woman, whom 
we bless in thy Name ; that, as Isaac and Rebecca 
lived faithfully together, so these persons may surely 
perform and keep the vow and covenant betwixt 
them made (whereof this Ring given and received 
is a token and pledge), and may ever remain in per- 
fect love and peace together, and live according to 
thy laws ; through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen, 

^ Then shaU the Minister join their right hands together^ and say: 

T^HOSE whom God hath joined together, let no 
■*• man put asunder. 
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^ T^ien shall the Minister speak unto tJu company: 

■ppORASMUCH as M, and N. have consented 
-■■ together in holy wedlock, and have witnessed 
the same before God and this company, and thereto 
have given and pledged their troth, each to the 
other, and have declared the same by giving and 
receiving a Ring,' and by joining hands \ I pro- 
nounce that they are Husband and Wife, In the 
Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Spirit. Amen. 

Tf And the Minister shall add this blessing: 

'^r^HE Lord mercifully with his favour look upon 
-*■ you, and fill you with all spiritual benediction 
and grace ; that ye may so live together in this life, 
that in the world to come ye may have life ever- 
lasting. Amen. 



THE ORDER FOR 

THE BURIAL OF THE DEAD. 



^ The Minister^ meeting ihe Corpse at the entrance of the Churchy and 
going before it^ shall say one or more of these sentences t 

T AM the resurrection and the life, saith the 
•*• Lord : he that believeth in me, though he 
were dead, yet shall he live ; and whosoever liveth 
and believeth in me shall never die. yohn xi. 
25, 26. 

The Lord gave, and the Lord hath taken away ; 
blessed be the name of the Lord, yob i. 21, 

All flesh is as grass, and all the glory of man as 
the flower of grass. The grass withereth, and the 
flower thereof falleth away : but the word of the 
Lord endureth for ever, i Pet, i. 24, 25. 

^ Then shaU be read one of the following Psalms s 
NoTUM Fac. Ps, xxxix. 

T ORD, make me to know mine end, and the 
-■— '' measure of my days, what it is ; that I may 
know how frail I am. 

Behold, thou hast made my days as an hand- 
breadth ; and mine age is as nothing before thee : 
verily every man at his best state is altogether 
vanity. 

Surely every man walketh in a vain show : surely 
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they are disquieted in vain : he heapeth up riches, 
and knoweth not who shall gather them. 

And now, Lord, what wait I for ? My hope is in 
thee. 

Deliver me from all my transgressions : make me 
. not the reproach of the foolish. 

I was dumb, I opened not my mouth ; because 
thou didst it. 

Remove thy stroke away from me : I am con- 
sumed by the blow of thine hand. 

When thou with rebukes dost correct man for 
iniquity, thou makest his beauty to consume away 
like a moth : surely every man is vanity. 

Hear my prayer, O Lord, and give ear unto my 
cry ; hold not thy peace at my tears : for I am a 
stranger with thee, and a sojourner, as all my fa- 
thers were. 

O spare me, that I may recover strength, before 
I go hence, and be no more, 

DoMiNB Refugium. Ps, xc. 

T ORD, thou hast been our dwelling-place in all 
-■— '' generations. 

Before the mountains were brought forth, or ever 
thou hadst formed the earth and the world, even 
from everlasting to everlasting, thou art God. 

Thou turnest man to destruction ; and sayest, 
Return, ye children of men. 

For a thousand years in thy sight are but as 
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yesterday when it is past, and as a watch in the 
night. 

Thou earnest them away as with a flood ; they 
are as a sleep : in the morning they are like grass 
which groweth up. 

In the morning it flourisheth, and groweth up ; 
in the evening it is cut down, and withereth. 

Thou hast set our iniquities before thee ; our 
secret sins in the light of thy countenance. 

We spend our years as a tale that is told. 

The days of our years are threescore years and 
ten ; and if by reason of strength they be four- 
score years, yet is their strength labour and sorrow ; 
for it is soon cut off, and we fly away. 

So teach us to number our days, that we may 
apply our hearts unto wisdom. 

Make us glad, O Lord, according to the days 
wherein thou hast afflicted us, and the years 
wherein we have seen evil. 

Let thy work appear unto thy servants, and thy 
glory unto their children. 

And let the beauty of the Lord our God be upon 
us : and establish thou the work of our hands upon 
us ; yea, the work of our hands, establish thou it. 

^ Then shall follow this Lesson: 
1 Cor, 3CV. 20. 

Now is Christ risen from the dead, and become 
the first-fruits of them that slept. 
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For since by man came death, by man came also 
the resurrection of the dead. 

For as in Adam all die, even so in Christ shall 
all be made alive. 

But every man in his own order: Christ the 
first-fruits ; afterward they that are Christ's at his 
coming. 

Then cometh the end, when he shall have deliv- 
ered up the kingdom to God, even the Father ; 
when he shall have put down all rule, and all au- 
thority and power. 

For he must reign till he hath put all enemies 
under his feet. 

The last enemy that shall be destroyed is death. 

For he hath put all things under his feet. But 
when he saith, all things are put under him, it is 
manifest that he is excepted who did put all things 
under him. 

And when all things shall be subdued unto him, 
then shall the Son also himself be subject unto 
him that put all things under him, that God may 
be all in all. 

But some man will say, How are the dead raised 
up ? and with what body do they come ? 

Thou fool, that which thou sowest is not quick- 
ened, except it die : 

And that which thou sowest, thou sowest not 
that body that shall be, but bare grain, it may 
chance of wheat, or of some other grain : 
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But God giveth it a body as it hath pleased' him, 
and to every seed its own body. 

All flesh is not the same flesh : but there is one 
kind of flesh of men, another flesh of beasts, an- 
other of fishes, another of birds. 

There are also celestial bodies, and bodies ter- 
restrial : but the glory of the celestial is one, and 
the glory of the terrestrial is another. 

There is one glory of the sun, and another glory 
of the moon, and another glory of the stars : for 
one star differeth from another star in glory. 

So also is the resurrection of the dead. It is 
sown in corruption ; it is raised in incorruption : 

It is sown in dishonour ; it is raised in glory : it 
is sown in weakness ; it is raised in power : 

It is sown a natural body ; it is raised a spirit- 
ual body. There is a natural body, and there is a 
spiritual body. 

And so it is written. The first man Adam was 
made a living soul ; the last Adam was made a 
quickening spirit. 

Howbeit that was not first which is spiritual, but 
that which is natural ; and afterward that which is 
spiritual. 

The first man is of the earth, earthy : the second 
man is the Lord from heaven. 

As is the earthy, such are they also that are 
earthy : and as is the heavenly, such are they also 
that are heavenly. 
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And as we have borne the image of the earthy, 
we shall also bear the image of the heavenly. 

Now this I say, brethren, that flesh and blood 
cannot inherit the kingdom of Gfod ; neither doth 
corruption inherit incorruption. 

Behold, I show you a mystery : we shall not all 
sleep, but we shall all be changed, 

In a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, at the 
last trump : for the trumpet shall sound, and the 
dead shall be raised incorruptible, and we shall be 
changed. 

For this corruptible must put on incorruption, 
and this mortal must put on immortality. 

So when this corruptible shall have put on incor- 
ruption, and this mortal shall have put on immor- 
tality, then shall be brought to pass the saying that 
is written, Death is swallowed up in victory. 

O death, where is thy sting ? O grave, where is 
thy victory } 

The sting of death is sin ; and the strength of 
sin is the law. 

But thanks be to God, who giveth us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Therefore, my beloved brethren, be ye steadfast, 
unmovable, always abounding in the work of the 
Lord, forasmuch as ye know that your labour is 
not in vain in the Lord. 



^ Or, instMd of the above ^ the Minister may read one of the following 
LesMns: 

John xi. 1-46. John xiv. i Thess. iv. 13 to v. 11, 
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^ If there he any Address^ it may be introduced here. And then ths 
Minister shall say one of the two following Prayers: 

A LMIGHTY God, with whom do live the spirits 
-^^^ of them that depart hence in the Lord, and 
with whom the souls of the faithful, after they 
are delivered from the burthen of the flesh, are in 
joy and felicity ; we thank thee for having given to 
us the dear brother whom thou hast now taken 
away ; and for the blessed assurance, that, though 
he will not return to us, we shall go to him, O 
grant, we beseech thee, that we, with all those who 
are departed in the true faith of thy holy name, 
may have our perfect consummation and bliss in 
thine eternal glory. Amen,

-■— ^ now and evermore : for all that thou doest is 
good. Thou hast seen fit to take away one who 
is dear to us : give us, we beseech thee, the spirit 
of filial submission. Enable us to say. It is well, 
for thou didst it. May we feel that thy will is 
better than any thing we can desire for ourselves, 
and find comfort in holy and happy thoughts of 
the unseen world. Bring home to our hearts thy 
Son's promises to those who fall asleep in him. 

O Lord, teach us how to live so as to please 
thee. May nothing cause us to forget that we are 
pilgrims and sojourners here, as our fathers were ; 
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and may we set our chief affections on those things 
which are above. Merciful Father, forgive us our 
sins, and raise us from the death of sin to a life of 
righteousness. 

O Lord God, fill our hearts with gratitude for 
thy great loving-kindness to us. When thou takest 
away, we see how much thou hast given. We 
thank thee for the sweet memory of blessings which 
are for a season withdrawn from us, and for the 
many blessings which yet remain, and for hopes 
which no earthly troubles can overshadow. Hear, 
accept, and answer these our prayers, which we 
would offer to thee in the faith and spirit of Jesus 
Christ. Amen. 

^ Then the Lord's Prayer^ to be said after the Minister, 

/^UR Father who art in heaven, Hallowed be 
^^ thy name. Thy kingdom come. Thy will 
be done on earth, as it is in heaven. Give us this 
day our daily bread. And forgive us our tres- 
passes, as we forgive them that trespass against us. 
And lead us not into temptation ; but deliver us 
from evil: For thine is the kingdom, and the 
power, and the glory, for ever and ever. Amen, 

\ On the way to the Grave^ one of the following Sentences may be said: 

TT 7E know that if our earthly house of this 
^ ^ tabernacle be dissolved, we have a building 
of God, a house not made with hands, eternal in 
the heavens. 2 Cor, v. i. 
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I have set the Lord always before me : because 
he is at my right hand, I shall not be moved. 

Therefore my heart is glad, and my glory re- 
joiceth : my flesh also shall rest in hope. 

For thou wilt not leave my soul in the grave ; 
neither wilt thou suffer thy holy one to see corrup- 
tion. Ps. xvi. 8-IO. 

Though I walk through the valley of the shadow 
of death, I will fear no evil : for thou art with me ; 
thy rod and thy staff they comfort me. Ps. xxiii. 4. 

^ When they come to the Grave, while the Corpse is made ready to be laid 
into the earth, the Minister shall say : 

TV yTAN that is born of a woman hath but a short 
-*-^-^ time to live, and is full of trouble. He 
Cometh up, and is cut down like a flower ; he fleeth 
as it were a shadow, and never continueth in one 
stay. In the midst of life we are in death : of 
whom may we seek for succour, but of thee, O 
Lord, in whom our souls do rest and hope? 

^ When the Body has been lowered into the Grave, the Minister shall 
say: 

"PpORASMUCH as it hath pleased God of his 
■^ great mercy to take unto himself the life of 
our dear brother here departed, we therefore com- 
mit his body to the ground ; earth to earth, ashes 
to ashes, dust to dust ; in sure and certain hope of 
a resurrection to eternal life, through our Lord 
Jesus Christ ; who will change this corruptible

body, that it may be like unto his glorious body ; 
according to the mighty working, whereby he is 
able to subdue all things to himself. 

Or, 

TPHE dust returns to dust, and the spirit unto 
"^ God who gave it : therefore do we now com- 
mit the body of our dear departed brother to the 
grave; in the blessed hope that as he has borne 
the image of the earthy, so also he shall bear the 
image of the heavenly, through our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

TT Then shall be saidi 

T HEARD a voice from heaven, saying unto me, 
■*■ Write, From henceforth blessed are the dead 
who die in the Lord : Even so, saith the Spirit ; for 
they rest from their labours, and their works do 
. follow them. 

^ Then shall the Minister say the following Collect: 

/^ GOD, our heavenly Father, grant that we 
^-^ sorrow not as those who know not the prom- 
ises of thy holy gospel ; but may we look forward 
to the great gathering of thy faithful servants and 
children into their everlasting home. O thou in 
whom we trust, help us by thy grace, that we may 
live as the heirs of this blessed and glorious hope, 
which thou hast set before us in thy Son, our Lord 
Jesus Christ. Amen, 
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^ And this Benedictiom 

npHE grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, and the 
-*• love of God, and the fellowship of the Holy 
Spirit, be with us all evermore. Amen. 
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
